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REPORT FROM THE “ROUND ROOM” 


The theme of this year’s Town Report centers around 
the perambulation of town lines. T his subject was chosen 
because in the year 1962 the greatest number (three) of the 
lines of the adjoining towns, Newbury, Warner and Wilmot; 
and the greatest length (approximately seventeen miles) of 
these lines were walked. Your officers were engaged in 
many other activities and duties as well which we shall 
discuss in this “Report’’. 


Characteristic of the year 1962 was the way in which 
people responded whole-heartedly to our invitation of last 
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year to come to the Round Room and talk things over with 
us. Yes, indeed, we had many visitors both in and out 
of ‘“‘The Room” with whom we discussed a wide variety of 
subjects and acted on many of them. 


Review of 1962 


Probably one could rightfully point out that there has 
been only one real theme in Town Reports of recent years 
and that is Tax Rates in relation to the race between assessed 
values and the ever-upward trend of appropriations. To 
emphasize this almost terrifying upward spiraling of the 
amount to be raised by Property Taxes we present the accom- 
panying graph which clearly shows how steady and rapid 
the rise in the demand for money to pay for our Town, 
School, and County services has been. The only time a 
“plateau”? was reached was in the years 1954, 1955, 1956. 
In twelve years the amount to be raised has risen from 
$41,900.00 in 1950 to $78,350.00 in 1962. 
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We are fully aware that tax bills have increased since 
1950 and there is no wonder if only for the reason just 
pointed out above, namely MORE DOLLARS to be raised. 
But that is not the whole story, there is this race we speak 
of between assessed value and spending which determines 
Tax Rate; and what an interesting story! 1957 marked the 
year that 100% assessment of market value was attempted 
and the rate fell from $51.00 per $1,000 of valuation in 1956 
to $27.50 per $1,000 in 1957. This was a major decision, 
applauded by some, condemned by others; opponents were 
quick to point out that a low tax rate would encourage 
spending. There seems to be no proof of this in our exper- 
ience as the spending seems to have been going at the same 
pace before and after the 100% evaluation. The tax rate 
after the 1957 evaluation remained fairly steady in 1958, 
1959, 1960. A readjustment of valuation occurred in 1961 
and rate fell from $28.00 per $1,000 of valuation to $25.00 
per $1,000; a further reduction in rate in 1962 was due, 
however, to an actual increase in real assessables, and rate 
went down to $23.80 per $1,000; again in spite of a continuing 
increase in the amount to be raised by Property Taxes. 
The graph presented here is a picture of what has just been 
said; the picture is just as interesting as the story and perhaps 
clearer (we hope) of this race between assessed value and 
appropriations which together determine Tax Rate. A table 
below the graph gives the actual figures. 


See how spending keeps on its upward course; the sudden 
rise in valuation (1961 readjustment and 1962 real rise in 
value) made RATE nose downward.

We believe that the trend of rising appropriations will 
continue, but at the same time we also hope to balance the 
increases with more assessable valuation, and thus keep 
the rate low. 
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One more word about TAX DOLLARS: To show how 
100 TAX DOLLARS were distributed among the services 
that you (or rather we) were paying for six years we are 
using a plate from the 1956 Town Report: and we offer a 
new graph to show how 100 TAX DOLLARS are distributed 
among approximately the same services in 1962. These 
graphs are printed side by side to invite comparison by 
you; and it is an interesting comparison. 


Betterment on Route No. 114 


In a joint effort your Selectmen and several interested 
citizens literally assaulted state offices from the Governor’s 
down to try to get some work done on State Route No. 114. 
Our requests brought immediate action (to our surprise) and 
on March 27, 1962 we were notified that a “betterment” 
project had been approved for a location north from Blaisdell 
Lake as far as the amount of $15,000.00 would go. The 
construction work was completed in the early summer and 
is proving to be a good improvement. We hope to be able 
to encourage more work to be done on this road. 


Truck for Highway Department 


The committee appointed for the purchase of a new four 
wheel drive truck worked long and hard on the specifications 
for the truck and “shopped” around to gain price advantages 
to fit the cost to our means. In using the new truck under 
service conditions since its delivery November 5, 1962 this 
new machine is proving to be a valuable addition to our 
equipment. Everything on this truck is new, including a 
new one way plow, as the committee agreed that any 
“saving” by shifting a lifting device or push frame from 
an old truck would not be economy in the long run. The 
net cash cost was $10,000.00, after turning in the 1954 four 
wheel drive truck for a value of $2,440.00, and was paid 
for as per the vote of last year, $5,000.00 from 1963 taxes, 
and $5,000.00 from Capital Reserve Funds. 


Dump 


The “face lifting’ or beautification project at the dump 
was carried out, and it appears to have greatly increased 
the efficiency as well as the decor of this necessary evil. 
The improvements in the dump, which were planned prior 
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to a complaint by the State Board of Health, meet with 
that agency’s complete approval. 


Roads 


In addition to regular maintenance work several major 
projects were successfully completed this year of 1962. 


The T.R.A. funds completed the work on the Roby Road 
which was begun in 1958; there is now a good hard-surfaced 
road from Route No. 114 in South Sutton to Route No. 103 
near the Sutton line in Warner. The balance of this fund 
was spent on preliminary work on the Hominy Pot Road 
starting at the New London town line. This latter project 
is being undertaken in anticipation of future growth in this 
area in an attempt'to get the work done before there are 
any major changes in the use of this road. If the town wants 
to continue to receive T.R.A. funds an appropriation of 
$1,224.56 by the town would be matched by State money 
in the amount of $8,163.71 in 1963. | 


The so-called Duncan money was used to complete two 
projects, namely the oiling of the Francis Johnson hill, and 
the widening and oiling of the corner where the Sutton 
village road enters Route No. 114. This latter project makes 
an easier approach in either direction, eliminates a dangerous, 
narrow road, provides more space for snow removal, and 
the sloping bank on the north side improves its appearance. 
We hope that in the near future the State will carry out 
their part of the bargain by cutting back the bank on the 
westerly side of No. 114 north of the village road. 


A new major project was undertaken on Shaker Street 
where the road was widened, gravelled, and drained, similar 
to a T.R.A. job, south from the New London town line, a 
distance of approximately one mile. The work was done 
on the north end of this road in order not to interfere with 
the possible crossing of the proposed interstate road over 
the southerly end. The so-called Currie Road was widened 
and ditches cleaned out with a bull-dozing operation. Both 
these latter projects were paid for out of the “Duncan”. 
money. The amount of money received from this source 
in 1962 was $4,915.55 and in 1963 will be $4,935.15. 


The withdrawal of money from the Bridge Reserve Fund 
was spent on repairing seven bridges. 
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Cemetery Policy 


During the past several years it has become apparent 
that a policy in regard to the ownership of lots in cemeteries 
and the payment of the cost of digging graves was needed. 
Accordingly the Trustees of Trust Funds, and the Selectmen 
met together, discussed the problems, and formed this policy 
as follows: 


“Be it enacted by the Trustees of Trust Funds, and the 
Board of Selectmen in joint session the following regulations 
are to be in effect January 1, 1963: 


A. Acemetery lot ina Sutton cemetery will be given 
by the Town to the following: 


1. To any person with a relative buried in 
Sutton. 


2. To any person who has resided in Sutton 
for at least one year. 


B. The Town will not pay for opening and/or closing 
graves. 


C. The following charges for lots in Sutton Ceme- 
teries will be made to persons not eligible as 
described in Paragraph A, sections 1 and 2 above: 


1. Four (4) grave lot $25.00 
2. Two (2) grave lot 15.00 


Town Hall Water Supply 


A sample of water from the new well at the Town Hall 
was sent to the State Laboratories for analysis and the report 
is that we have a supply of potable water, excellent in 
every respect. The fact that there is a well on town property 
proved its worth this year, because if we had continued 
to depend on our former source it would have been cut off 
after the fire in the store building. 


Perambulations 


We perambulated the’ lines with Newbury, Warner, and 
Wilmot this year; we covered seventeen miles of line, mostly 
on foot, and walked many more miles; and this required 
four and one half days of time. We found every marker 
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jisted-in the descriptions with the exception of one on the 
Newbury line which is located in a swamp now inundated 
by beaver activity. Elsewhere in this report is a story of 
the perambulation of the Newbury line in 1962, together 
with a brief history of the perambulations of that same 
line since the beginning of recorded Sutton history. 


Home Improvements 


The town has been greatly improved in the past several 
years by the interest people have shown in painting their 
houses and in general improving their properties. The sum 
total of these individual efforts has been an overall uplift 
to the appearance of our villages. Let’s keep up the good 
work. 


Town Report 


The 1961 Town Report placed first in both the New 
Hampshire and the New England municipal report competi- 
tion, the sixth consecutive time in New Hampshire, and the 
fifth consecutive time in New England. 


CURRENT PROBLEMS 


Fire Truck 


An urgent problem that deserves careful consideration 
is the purchase of a fire truck. To provide protection for 
our lives and property we should try to have the most 
modern and efficient equipment that is within our means, 
and suited to the conditions here in Sutton. Beyond the 
factor of providing for safety is the reason that equipment 
that meets the standards of the New Hampshire Board of 
Underwriters will have a bearing on insurance rates. It 
is a simple fact that what we now own may not long continue 
to keep the rating we now have. 


The fire truck to be replaced is the 1948 Chevrolet; while 
this truck is in as good mechanical condition as possible, 
both the truck itself and the pump mounted on it are beyond 
the age permitted by Underwriters’ standards. If the 
purchase of a new truck .of the proposed specifications is 
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authorized, the Fire Department plans to remodel the present 
Dodge Power Wagon by installing on it the body and pump 
from the Chevrolet. This would give the town a very good 
second pumper and forest fire truck with four wheel drive. 


With a new truck and the re-modeled Dodge the town 
should be well-equipped for a considerable time in the 
future. 


North Sutton Meeting House and Land 


In the process of setting the affairs of the First Baptist 
Church of. Sutton (North Sutton) in order it became necessary 
to:determine: the actual owner of the meeting house and 
the land on which it stands. An examination of records 
in the Registry of Deeds of Hillsborough County unearthed 
a deed of record, Vol. 52, Page 169, from Matthew Harvey 
dated July 19, 1798, in which he conveyed a portion of the 
North, Sutton cemetery to the Town of Sutton. In this deed 
he refers to the fact that previously he had given to the Town 
a piece of land south of, and adjacent to the cemetery, for 
a meeting house. The cemetery parcel is described in part 
in Harvey’s deed of 1798 as follows: ‘“‘to begin at the north 
corner of a peace of land that I deeded here before to the 
town of Sutton for the privilege of the meeting house that 
stands on said lot a few rods northerly from said meeting 
house—” “— adjoining the land that is called the meeting 
house privilege —’’. This seems to be proof positive of 
fourthings: 1. That Matthew Harvey deeded a piece of 
land, for the purpose of a meeting house before he deeded 
the land' for the cemetery. 2. That he deeded the meeting 
house. land to the Town of Sutton. 3. That the meeting 
house, was built on the land in his first gift, before he made 
the second gift. 4. That the two tracts adjoined. Since 
no other written evidence of ownership could be found we 
must: assume that the Town by virtue of a deed prior to 
July 19, 1798, which is of record only by reference, has 
some claim on the land and building. 


‘It; was assumed for a long time that the North Sutton 
Meeting House Association may have had a claim to owner- 
ship,of the land and building; there is no evidence of this 
except that the Association was organized and assumed 
responsibility for the care and custody of the building. 
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However, to clear the title for the Church this Association 
voted and has given a quitclaim deed of whatever right, 
title, and interest in this property they may have had, to 
the First Baptist Church of Sutton. 


A second, and related problem was the location on the 
ground of the property. A survey was made and bounds 
installed to designate the meeting house lot that was 
originally deeded to the Town, the accompanying map shows 
this piece of land on which the meeting house stands. The 
triangular piece marked with diagonal lines is of uncertain 
ownership; and the piece south of the cemetery designated 
by the dotted area is owned by the Follansbee Inn. An 
article in the Warrant asks if the Town will A. Vote to 
quitclaim to the First Baptist Church of Sutton any right, 
title, or interest they may have in the piece of land on 
which the Church stands. B. Vote to quitclaim the trian- 
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gular piece to Anthony Sikel in exchange for which he will 
deed the piece of land designated by the dotted area on 
the map to the Town for a road to the cemetery. 


Over the years the Town’s drive-way plowing business 
has been growing, and in 1962 the growth has been by leaps 
and bounds. The few simple rules about the drive-ways 
have been in effect for a long time and they are printed here 
to acquaint everyone with them: 1. The fee per drive-way 
is five dollars ($5.00). 2. Said fee covers one winter season, 
viz. from November 1, of one year to May 1 of the next 
succeeding year. 3. The fee is payable in advance to the 
Selectmen by mail or at their office. 


Conclusion 


As we look at our Town we can see that progress is 
being made, and as we try to look into the future it appears 
that the trend forward will continue. We hope that all of 
you will take part in this progress.

$410.00 annually. 

3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriation for the same. 

4. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the payment of aid to persons on public 
welfare. 

5. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the repair of highways and bridges. 


6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum not to exceed $1,224.56 for Town Road Aid; and the 
State to contribute $8,163.71. 

7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,500.00 for street lighting. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $75.00 for the Dartmouth-Lake Sunapee Region. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $600.00 for the maintenance of the Sutton Free 
Library. 

10. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $120.00 for the observance of Memorial Day. 
11. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $400.00 for the New London Hospital. 

12. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $150.00 for the control of White Pine Blister 
Rust.

13. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $700.00 for the maintenance of the Fire Depart- 
ment. 


14. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $100.00 for forest fire fighting. 


15. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money not to exceed the sum of $14,500.00 for 
the purchase of a fire truck; to be financed by applying 
$1,500.00 withdrawn from the Capital Reserve Fund for 
Fire Equipment, $3,500.00 raised from taxes in 1963, and 
to authorize the Selectmen to issue notes: $2,375.00 payable 
in 1964, $2,375.00 payable in 1965, $2,375.00 payable in 
1966, and $2,375.00 payable in 1967. 


16. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $500.00 for a Capital Reserve Fund for the con- 
struction of bridges. 


17. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $3,500.00 for a Capital Reserve Fund for the 
purchase of highway equipment. 


18. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $250.00 for Civil Defense. 

19. To see if the town will vote to quitclaim all of its 
right, title, and interest in a certain tract of land at North 
Sutton on which the Meeting House stands, to the First 
Baptist Church of Sutton. 

20. To see if the town will vote to quitclaim all of its 
right, title, and interest in a triangular piece of land adjacent 
to, and west of the Meeting House Land, to Anthony Sikel; 
in exchange for a piece of land south of the cemetery fence, 
approximately twenty feet by one hundred fifty feet, to be 
deeded to the Town by Anthony Sikel. 

21. To see if the town will vote to accept any trust funds 
received during the year since the last Annual Meeting. 
22. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 

23. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
holding the business portion of the annual meeting in the 
evening. 

24. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

We have held 6 meetings 
with the average attendance of 4 and are proud of what 
we have accomplished this past year. 

Last March we received an offer from Mrs. Fred Nelson 
to help us in re-decorating the reading room. The library 
was sadly in need of repair, as little in that line had been 
done since its erection. With Mrs. Nelson’s help and using 
some of our Trust Funds, we have put the entire library 
back into perfect condition. Our Treasurer’s report gives 
an account of the expenses. Everyone visiting the library 
has been enthusiastic over the attractive coloring and the 
new fresh look of the reading room. 

Last June it was decided to place Jeanette Couch on the 
payroll on a par with Mrs. Hall, and when Mrs. Hall later 
resigned, Jeanette was appointed librarian. This is proving 
satisfactory to everyone. The pupils from the Sutton Central 
School visit the library on Wednesday afternoons. 

A great many books are presented to Sutton Library, 
which with those from the Bookmobile, gives our readers 
a good variety of reading. One book “The Development of 
the Theatre” by Allardyce Nicoll, was given by the Clubs 
of the Concord District, New Hampshire Federation of 
Women’s Clubs. 

We are proud of a beautifully bound new set of 
Encyclopedia Brittanica bought with money left from the 
Trust Funds. It is the 1962 edition and up-to-date in every 
way. The set of Comptons bought a few years ago was 
sold to the Sutton Central School. 

Last April in recognition of National Book Week, we 
had a contest in the three upper grades. The pupils were 
asked about a Civil War personage. The results were very 
interesting and those writing the winning compositions

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REPORT OF THE SUTTON FIRE DEPARTMENT 


At the present time, the Fire Department has forty active 
members. In the last three years, the Department answered 
25 calls. Estimated man hours for these 25 fires was 200 
hours of donated labor. Fire trucks actually accumulated 
30 hours apiece at these 25 fires. 


In the past three years the Department has increased its 
valuation of equipment by $1,000.00; air packs, a generator, 
flood lights, cords and reels make up the $1,000.00. This 
was accomplished by raffles, suppers, rummage sales and 
donations. 


In the last three years the Department has never had 
a garage repair bill. Parts were purchased from maintenance 
funds. All labor for repairs was donated. There were 1500 
man hours donated during 1962! This was by meetings, 
repairs to equipment, repairs to the building, and fund raising 
activities. The 1500 man hours @ $1.50 amounts to $2,250.00 
worth of labor which was donated. 


Improvements. Two buildings in town were torn down, 
burned and cleaned up, and the lots regraded. The outlet 
of Kezar Lake was cleaned out. The Department worked 
with the North Sutton Improvement Society on this project. 
Six cellars were pumped out in the last two years. Several 
wells were pumped out. Any labor for these projects 
are not included in the 1500 man hours. 


Our present truck the Fire Department would like to 
replace is a 1948 Chevrolet. This truck is in as good 
mechanical condition as possible for its age. The pump on 
the Chevrolet was purchased in 1941. This puts the age of 
the pump so it doesn’t meet required standards for our 
town. 
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The new truck that the Department prefers is a 1963 
Ford F750 chassis with a 750 gallon per minute, midship 
pump, and a custom made, all steel body with a 600 gallon 
water tank. This unit would be classified by the New 
Hampshire Board of Underwriters as a Class A. Pumping 
Engine. 

The Department would like, if it is authorized, to buy 
a new fire truck, to take the pump and body from the 
Chevrolet and install same on our present Dodge. This 
would give the Town a very good second pumper and 
forest fire truck, with four wheel drive, that would be 
far superior to the one we now have. 


In purchasing a new truck, the Fire Department still has 
to nurse the present truck for nearly one more season. This 
is due to the fact that it takes about six months for the 
building of a custom-made fire truck. 


If the Town purchases a new fire truck at the Depart- 
ment’s present specifications, by transferring usable 
equipment to a new truck, it would bring the trucks’ 
valuation to about $20,000.00. 

We, the Department, feel that with a new truck, and 
remodeling our Dodge, the Department would be in good 
shape for the future, with the exception of some new hose 
in the future. 


FIRE WARDEN’S REPORT 


In 1962 we had two fires. We burned one-third of an 
acre. There were 118 permits to burn issued.

Perambulation of line between Newbury and Sutton 


Agreeably to a notice given to the town of Sutton by the town of 
Newbury, to meet at the house of Nathaniel W. Knowlton in said Sutton, 
on the twenty-seventh day of October, 1843, at nine of the clock in the 
forenoon, for the purpose of perambulating and running the lines between 
said towns and renewing the marks and bounds according to law. We 
the subscribers Selectmen of said towns met at the time and place and 
for the purpose aforesaid, and do make the following return of our doins. | 
We began at the northwest corner of said Sutton, at a post and stones, 
the post marked 1843, B.W. and J.G. which is eatablished as the corner © 
bound; the line then runs south fourteen degrees east three hundred and 
seventy-five rods to the Bean Hill Road; then on the same course two 
hundred and twenty-five rods to a stone monument marked T.L. on Emery 
Hill, so-called; then on the same course one hundred rods to a Beech 
Tree, marked T.L., then on the same course one hundred rods to a stone 
monument marked T.L., then on the same course one hundred rods to a 
flat stone marked T.L., then on the same course two hundred rods to a 
stone monument marked S.N., then on the same course one hundred rods 
to a yellow Birch tree marked T.L. at the south side of John Pressey’s 
land; then on the same course one hundred rods to a Hemlock post marked 
T.L. standing in the meadow; then on the same course two hundred rods 
to the road leading by the house of Daniel Savory, then on the same course 
two hundred rods to a ledge marked T.L., then on the same course one 
hundred rods to a stone monument marked T.L., then on the same course 
one hundred rods to a Hemlock stake in the meadow, then on the same 
course one hundred rods to flat stone marked T.L., then on the same course 
two hundred rods to a stone monument marked T.L. on the south side of 
Hon and Zadoc Wright’s land, then on the same course one hundred rods 
to a stone monument marked S.N., then on the same course one hundred 
and seventy-two rods to the south west corner of said Sutton, and the 
southeast corner of said Newbury, toastake and stones, the staked marked 
E.E.P. 1839, and 8.D. which is established as the corner of said towns. 
In witness whereof we have hereunto mutually set our hands this seventh 
day of November 1843.

TOWN LINES - NEWBURY - SUTTON LINE IN PARTICULAR 


A town, like any piece of real estate must have a description to 
give its location in relation to the adjacent tracts of land, tell its dimen- 
sions, and size; in short the information should enable one to find the 
real estate, know the area it covers and by providing these facts in a 
written deed protect the owners against encroachment by others. Pri- 
vate property is described in a deed; towns are described in the "returns 
of perambulations' made by the Selectmen. New Hampshire law provides: 
"the lines between the towns in this state shall be perambulated, and the 
marks and bounds renewed, once in every seven years forever, by the 
selectmen of the towns, ----''. RSA 51:2. To many people the walking of 
town lines seems an anarchronism in this atomic age, but it is really only 
a matter of keeping the representatives (Selectmen) of the owners (tax- 
payers) of the towns aware of what their property is and where it is lo- 
cated. As a practical matter this knowledge is kept alive and handed 
down from a member or members of each Board to the new members 
as changes and replacements of personnel occur. Also, periodic in- 
spection of the bounds and markers to "renew" them is a practical 
necessity, not because they move, but because nature and man destroy 
them, or cover them up. ‘ 


Probably the earliest description of the tract of land now known as 
Sutton is in the Charter Grant of Perrystown: From the Act of Incorpor- 
ation, 1784, to erect and incorporate a Township by the name of Sutton: 
"containing all the lands and bounded as set forth in the Charter Grant 
of said-Perrystown which is as follows viz: Beginning at a beach tree on 
the line of No. one so-called one hundred and fifty-six Poles due north 
from the mouth of a Brook which runs into Amsbury River so-called from 
thence running north sixteen degrees west seven miles and eighty Poles to 
a large Hemlock standing on the top ofa Hill thence west five Degrees south 
five miles to a beach tree marked with Stones about it - thence south six- 
teen degrees east seven miles and eighty Poles to a white Oak marked on 
the line of number two so-called - thence west five degrees north five 
miles to the place begun at." 

Later descriptions of each line with adjoining towns were develop- 
ed; the Newbury (Fishersfield) - Sutton line is an interesting example of 
how little by little bounds were established, and perambulations were 
made at seven year intervals. 


"June 28, 1798. Whereas we, the subscribers, being appointed by 
the towns of Fisherfield and Sutton, by a vote in their annual town meetings, 
to inspect and establish a Bound at the northeast corner of Fishersfield 
and North west corner of Sutton, which bound was cut down, - pursuant to 
said vote we have this day met on the ground, and agreed to establish a 
Beech Stump as a Bound, around which is a heap of stones, which appears 
to be the original Bound."

The record of the perambulation in 1843 is the first one that bears a 
close resemblance of our present day official return, it gives a starting 
point and a compass direction, and then lists sixteen intermediate markers 
between the north-west corner of Sutton at the New London line, and the 
south-west corner at the Bradford line. Our present description lists 
twenty-five markers between the two corners. 


Perambulation of the Newbury - Sutton line appears to have been on a 
regular schedule from 1821 to the present: 


November 20, 1821 November 11, 1906 

October 28, 1829 November 14, 1913 

October 27, 1836 (the last time Newbury is called Fishersfield) 
October 27, 1843 November 4, 1920

Here the recorded perambulations stop as far as Sutton’s records 
are concerned, but the dates cut in the ''monuments" show that the Select- 
men faithfully performed their duty on every seventh year, and our records 
bear this out after 1900. 


The following is an informal story about the perambulation of the 
Newbury - Sutton line October 19, 20, 1962: 


NARRATIVE OF THE PERAMBULATION 
OF THE NEWBURY-SUTTON TOWN LINE =~ 1962 


The Selectmen of Newbury, Merl Rich, Jack Sweeny, and Sears Cook 
met the Selectmen of Sutton, Chester Martin, Harold Hurd and Robert 
Bristol at Pillsbury Memorial Hall in Sutton atnine o’clock Friday morning 
October 19, 1962. 


We drove two cars to the point where the line crosses the Chalk Pond 
Road. We were unable to locate the marker established in 1955 so we 
marked a rock in the south end of the wall on the north side of the road; 
marked T.L. ’62, and blazed several witness trees and painted the scarfs 
red. 


Leaving one car at the Chalk Pond Road, we drove in the other car 
to the Fisher pasture on the King Hill Road; from there we walked follow- 
ing north on the north-south wall from the turn in the road. After cross- 
ing a west running wall we found marker #2 north of a gap way and at a 
corner in the wall where the north-south wall turns west; there is another 
wall running east that begins about two rods north of #2.

Marker #3 is in the wall on the west side of the King Hill road; it is 
a peaked stone now painted red and the witness trees near it have red- 
painted blazes.

We drove back to the Baker Hill Road, to the point where the town 
line crosses that road, found and duely marked #5 on the south side of 
the road.

#4 is at the north end of the north running wall on the north side of 


the Baker Hill Road, and at the foot of a yellow birch tree; now blazed 
and painted red. 


We struck out afoot on a southerly course from the Baker Hill 
Road and came onto a north-south wall from which we located #6; which 
is three rods east of the point where said wall turns west. #6 is under 
a pine tree. From #6 we walked in a southerly direction to #7 (no wall 
or fence to follow), the growth is mostly hard wood and there is little 
underbrush; #7 is at the west end of an east-west wall near the founda- 
tion stones of D. Hart’s sap house. There is a white (quartz) rock at 
the end of the wall near the marker. We then followed a wire fence south 
to #8 which is at an oak tree where four wire fences corner to-gether. 


From #8 we followed a wire fence and wall to #9 which is at the 
end of a wall running west at its juncture with the north-south wall we 
had followed.

We missed finding #10 and finally settled for finding our way to 
the Chalk Pond Road, which we did picking apples in the old Coburn 
orchard on the way. We ate lunch at the car in front of "Camp Misery". 


Then following the north running wall from the marker on the north 
side of the aforementioned road we located #11 which is 150 feet north 
of the end of this wall at a beech tree marked with initials and dates; a 
wire fence runs north and south, and also west at this point, the stone 
marker is very small at the foot of this tree. We followed a course North 
nine degrees West occasionally finding traces of a wire fence until we 
crossed an east-west wall; monument #10 is 200 feet north of this wall; a 
peaked stone in a small clearing near a small, blazed white ash tree. 
Messrs. Rich, Cook and Mr. Connor were at this marker when we ar- 
rived; the former two having secured Mr. Connor’s help in locating this 
one.

We did not attempt to find #13 due to the flooded condition of the 
swamp south of the Chalk Pond Road. #14, #15, and #16 beside the road 
at Nelson Hill was easily found and marked.

October 20, 1962, Chester Martin left his car at the Gulf Road and 
we, Harold Hurd, Chester Martin, and Robert Bristol met Merl Rich at 
the Luther Dresser place. We proceeded to #18 following a map sketched 
on the perambulation of 1955. #18 is about a rod east of a north-south 
wall, near a gap in said wall, and also marked by a large pine (north) and 
oak (south) of it.

We then followed the course North 11 degrees West to 
find #17. It is hardly as described, as there is no evidence of ledge, 
and it is not on a hill of any size, nor is it in a pasture. Itis a large 
monument which we painted red, and spotted several trees around it. 
We also related it to the lane which we had followed from the Luther 
Dresser place by marking a ledge with a painted red arrow and spotted 
trees.

We returned to #18 and took the course South 11 degrees East toward 
the reservoir, we crossed a well defined road apparently passable for 
trucks; and at some distance from this road Harold Hurd became the 
hero of the hour and found #19, which was not located in the perambu- 
lation of 1955. A large fallen hemlock near it may have been one of the 
land marks mentioned in the description. It is about five rods west of 
the shore of the reservoir. We painted a red circle and an arrow on a 
boulder on the shore; this spot is just north from the narrowest part of 
the reservoir.

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It was not difficult to find #20 which was found as described, due east 
from the easterly end of the dam at the reservoir. The marker is near a 
large oak stump, and there is a pole painted red stuck in the pile of rocks 
at the monument. 

Following the line of cutting we found #21 on the westerly side of a 
steep hill in a grove of hemlock trees. #21 is a boulder with rocks piled 
on top of it. ©

Again following the line of cut and woods road #22 was found beside 
said road. The marker is an insignificant pile of rocks, the T.L. stone 
split in halves and laid on top; we added rocks to make the pile more 
significant. 


We followed the wood road until we reached a place where several 
walls come together and the wood road appears more distinct as it turns 
in a southerwesterly direction, passing through a stone wall into an old 
field which is now growing up to small pine and wire birches. On the west 
side of the "field" is a very large double wall laid up with sloping sides, 
in places wide enough to drive a wagon on; an oak grove is on the west 
side of this wall. We followed the wall to its end, then a wire fence to 
#23 which is in the west end of an east-west wall, and is described as at 
the south-west corner of the Wright farm.

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We then followed the edge of a cut over area on the west, and then a 
barbed wire fence and blazed trees to monument #24, one rod east of a 
beech tree, blazed and painted. 


We struck out on a southerly course and missed #25, and came out 
on the Gulf Road. We found #26 on the northerly side of the Gulf Road, 
opposite a maple tree on the south side. We returned to find #25 by fol- 
lowing what appears to have been a stone wall, about twenty rods from the 
Gulf Road at the north-west corner of an old field. #25 is an insignificant 
pile of rocks, even more insignificant looking than #21. In fact #25 did 
not rate a picture. 


By Martin’s auto we drove to Carl Cressy’s residence and from there 
walked west on the wall starting on the westerly side of Route #114 and 
came to the Sutton - Bradford - Newbury marker. This point being the 
south-west corner of Sutton and the south-east corner of Newbury.

Returning via South Sutton, Harold Hurd was left at his house, and we 
went back to the Luther Dresser place to Rich’s and Bristol’s cars. 
And thus ended the 1962 perambulation of the Newbury - Sutton line; until 
continued in another chapter in the year 1969. 
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
